In claim 3 within the definition of the R term of Formula I, an amendment inserting - with one or more hydroxyl, carboxyl, phosphinyl, 
phosphonyl, sulfanyl or sulfonyl substituents - is noted. (The amendment should follow the term "substituted.") 

Applicants state support for the amendment to claim 3 may be found on page 1 1 , lines 9-1 1 , of the specification. The citation in the 
specification refers to the glucose moiety of daidzin, which may be replaced by alkoxy or acyloxy groups at the 7-position, bearing various 
chain lengths comprising any of straight chain alkyl, peptidic, polyether backbones, and the backbones may be substituted with various 
groups, such as hydroxyl, sugar, carboxylate, phosphate, phosphonate, sulfate, sulfonate, etc. However, options for the R term in claim 3 
are limited to a sugar moiety, a peptide, a polyether or an aminoalkyl group.
